Denison 
made the comment in reply to 
an article in Ramparts maga- 
zine charging that the school 
had provided academic "cover" 
to the CIA agents in violation 
of the 1954 Geneva agreement. 
The university was hired by 
e State Department from 
to 1962 to train a civil 
ilice force and set up a civil 
irvice organization for South 
etnam.
